The telegrt»i)U luionuu us that the 
work ol lieconslruotion in tlio Sou'h- 
orn Statuis goes slowly l'orwurd. Tlio 
comniuaidoiu ot tho livo military di- 
visions mlo wuiob the luicly tubullious 
Stulus have buuu orocied, uro super- 
intendiug tho rogitnratiou of bolb 
'wbiioaiid black voters; and thoicuult 
ol tbo oluuiiuus that uro shortly to 
oomu otl will bo to luisotbo Into sIuvob 
to ollico uud pluoo Lboir former mus- 
ters at ihoir uieroy. Tlio whiio popu- 
lation ol ibo South greatly outuutns 
bora tho black, but tbo Koooustructiou 
Aot uudor which tbo registration is 
proceeding provides that every person 
■who took part in tbo lalo rebellion 
ahull bo disfranchised, and as nearly 
all tbo white Southerners were rebels, 
they camot vote. When dislranchieo- 
mout throws tlio political power into 
tho hands of tbo negroes, tlioy would 
not Lu lollowing tho natural instinct 
ol human beings were tboy to neglect 
tho opportunity to oluvalo men of 
their own race to positions to which 
tboy buvo boon made eligible by Con- 
gress. How fur those men, bo lately 
freed from bondage, aro capable ol 
directing public affairs, remains to bo 
eoou. The experiment will be watohod 
witb deep interest by tbo civilized 
world. With tho blacks in ollico tlio 
humiliation ot tbo late rebels will bo 
complete, and should tho Confiscation 
Bill ol Thud. Stevens— which provides 
for tbo seizure and partition of tbo 
estates owned by rebels among tho 
loyal men ot the South — bo passed by 
Congress, their punishment will bo 
Bumoiently seveio to satisfy tho most 
radical of liadicals in tho North. 
The situation ot (President Johnson, 
for tho past eighteen months, bus been 
a most delicuto one. lio bus votood 
evory measure passed by Congress for 
tho government of the South, on tho 
ground that the constitution of tbo 
cuuutry declares that Congressional 
log slutiou ai'ooting any State of the 
Union, except that State be repre- 
sented by at least ono delegate in ('on- 
grooS, in illegal. 2\'ono ol tho South* 
ern States having been represented 
since tho war broke out, Mr Johnson 
maintains ti.ut no Act passed affecting 
the status of those States is constiiu 
tional. Tho Supreme Court of th° 
United States sustained tho 1'residout 
in tho case of tv\o ot the laws passed 
by tho last Congress, and it is diilicalt 
to lorsoo Low tho latter body will 
overcome the difficulty, except tboy 
decide to do away with tho Ct urt 
altogether — a remedy already undor 
discussion. Tho Tenure ot Ollico Act 
is another ot tho nioa-mrcs lately 
passed by both Houses ot Con-rcss 
that drew down tho President's veto, 
but it was pasbod over tbo voto. This 
Act rondeis it a penal offence for any 
person to attempt to discharge the 
duties of an ollico to which he mny 
have been appointed by tbo Pro* 
sidont, except such appointment 
shall have hrst boon approved by 
tho Senate. Tlio Act became law 
in March just prior to the adjourn- 
ment of Congress lor three months. 
There uro already ono hundred and 
Bixty-<four vacancies in post oflicoa 
and custom houses tbut cannot be 
filled becauso Hie Sonato is not in ses- 
sion to confirm the appointments. 
Tho Btato of inefiicioncy into which 
tho atlairs otsomo of the public otlices 
have lullen in consequence of this ill* 
advised luw, is deplorable ; and yet il 
tho President ventures to fill the va- 
cancies bo is liable to impoachmont, 
and if any person wore to consent to 
perforin tho duties of ono of tho va-. 
cant ollices, ho would undergo sovero 
punishment. Tlio impeachment ol 
tho President is Btill an on dit. Butler, 
StoveiiH, Sumner and other extreme 
Kopublicau members of Congress are 
bent on tho removal of Air. Johnson ; 
but the public career of tho President 
bus thus fur defied tho closest scrun 
tiny and no act justifying an im~ 
peuchment has boon disclused. It is, 
therefore, possible that tbo more mod* 
erate of tho llepublicttus, combined 
with tho Democrats in the JIouso, will 
savo tho President from tho mortifica., 
tion of impeachment, or, at most, will 
not voto lor tho adoption of such ft 
courso except stronger grounds for it 
than at preaent exi.-t, aro shown. Mr. 
JobnBon, if bo succeeds in establish- 
ing a reputation for no other quality, 
will at any rate rotiro into private 
lite with tho reputation of having boon 
ono ol tho most firm and consistent 
rulers the country ban yet aeon. 
President Jackson, who thirty years 
ago successfully opposed tho money- 
power of tho States, and tho United 
Slatos Bunk into tho bargain, gain- 
ed tho sobriquet of " Old Uickory"- 
after an exceedingly Lough kind ot 
wood that abounds in tho Bast— as u 
compliment to hifl unbending firmness.

Whether the 
blamo rosts with tho Pooplo, tho 
mombers of Congress, or tho Prosir. 
dent, tho political situation of Amorica 
has not improved during the past yoar. 
Tho Noith has subdued a dangerous 
olemont in tho South — an elcmont that 
bred mischief and troason in by gono 
days; but in its stoad thoro bus been 
nurtured into oxistonco an clement 
that may yet provo moro dangerous 
to tho body-politio than did tho South- 
ern slaveholders. Tho experiment of 
arming tho bIuvob with tho ballot is 
ono that will oithor rosult in re-es- 
tablishing peace, or will again light 
tho fires of revolution from ono end ol 
tho country to tho othor.

Tlio New York Press ou Uio Russian 
Treaty. 

Tho cession of Russian Anierea to the 
United Slates who first made public on Sun- 
day. March 31tt. No suspicion having been 
previously nnieitained of the existence of the 
Irealy, very litlle was known by the timo the 
Blenmer led on the next day, eiihor ot its do- 
tails or the valuo of tho territory ; Iho facts 
in relation to it, which did so much to change 
the feeling with which Ihe treaty was regard- 
ed by the Senate, having been subsequently 
culled out. The papers received, however, 
give the matter mucfi promincrico, and all 
tieat it editorially. Their remarks are inter- 
esting, as showing the impressions first pro- 
duced upon the Eastern public. The Herald 
uf Sunday, says, iu doublo leaded type : 

The announcement, to-day, ol the proposed 
cession by Ru sia ol all her possessions iu 
North America lo the United States, comes 
unexpectedly and is of great importance, 
both in a oommcrciul and political point ol 
view. Although a pricu is set upon the 
territory thus surrendered, il is, in fact, merely 
nominal, the value of ihe fisheries and the lui 
trade alone to our enterprising people being 
vastly in excess ol the sum agreed upon at, 
iho purchase money. The treaty is an evi- 
dence ol the close und friendly relations exist- 
ing between the two great powers, uud 
evinces ihe concurrence ol the Russian Gov- 
eminent in the policy which denies to Euro- 
pean monuichies the right to build up 
kingdoms und dominions ou tho American 
oonlineot. 

With Russian America in our possession, 
il will need but tho minexti 1 ion or absorp.ion 
ol ltriiish Columbia and Vancouver Island 
lo give us tho whole ol the Pacific cojsi 
not Ih ol Mexico as our own ; and in ono way 
or another this result will be accomplished, 
We cannot consent that our territory on the 
Piicilio shall be broken between Washington 
I'erriiory and Russian America, when the 
latter is fairly in our possession. It will bu 
well for England if she is discreet enough to 
profit by the example ol Russia, and to wilh- 
druw graoelully from a continent where I er 
institutions are out of place und whire hoi 
intrigues can only bring liuuble upon hei 
Colonies and humiliation lu her Government 
at home. 

The acquisition of Ibe now territory is ol 
especial importance ai ine present time, 
when the trade of iho United States with 
China and Japan is being so satislactorily 
developed. 

On the next day the same paper says: 
Seven millions for Ru-sian- America ! Is 
Ihe country worth tho money ! It covers uu 
area c 1 481 278 squ.iro miles, equal lo that 
ol nil tho country east of the Alleghany 
Mountains, Iron Maine to Mississippi inc u- 
sive, an urea from which we could cut out 
ten States ol the size ol New York, and 
slill have a considerable lemnant led. 'Phis 
Russian corner ol America is watered by a 
river, tho Kvichnak, which, upon the mop, 
cuts us respectable a figure us the Missis- 
sippi. As for the agricultural and manufac- 
turing resources ol tnis glorious acquisition 
we can not suy much. * * * * 
In this view, in point of facl, so fur i3 this 
now purchase Irrnn being worth seven mil- 
lions ot dollars that it may bo pronounced, 
barring the fish oil and beaver bkms, utterly 
worthless and good lor nothing. Seven mi - 
lions ol dollars lor such n country, looking 
only at its products, i« unquestionably a high 
p, ice. compared with ihe splendid Louisiana 
purchases Irom the first Napoleon lor filteen 
millions. 

Politically considered, however this ces- 
sion ot Russian- America becomes a matter 
ol gnat importance, li indicates the extent | 
lo which Russia is ready to curry out her 
en'ente cordials with the United Slates. It 
involves a delicate bint Irom the Czar to 
England und France that they have no busi- 
ness on this continent ; it places the Hr.tish 
possessions on iho Pacific coast in tho un- 
oomlortuble rosi ion o( a hostile Cockney 
with n watchful Yankee on each sid ' i 1 him, 
and It involves a warning that his best policy 
win be to sell out and leave the Pacific sen- 
board, Irom Mexico to Behriiig'e Straits, in 
the unbroken possession ol Brotner Jonathan. 
We know I hat Mr Seward has always had a 
weakness for the annexation ol Canada : and 
this treaty which he hu-< concluded witb 
Russia ii only a Hank movement lor this 
great object. L is a step gained, a lootbold 
secured lor closer and more oecisive oper- 
ations. Tho Czar is now, we have no doubt, 
adsorbed iu the Eastern question, and he may 
have an Eastern programme in view which 
looks more (o another collision with Prat ce 
and England than to an alliance with either 
of them. If so, he naturally seeks a closer 
Iriendship with the United Stales ; but, 
whatever may bo his designs, the military 
advantages offered us against Englund in the 
ces-ion p'oposed are apparent iu a glance at 
the map. England, no doubt, had she been 
approached With this oiler from Russia 
would have promptly accepted it, in order 
to head oil' tho United Stales ; but the Czar, 
in the transfer of this territory, with its nava! 
poeilions, seeks rather to st-cimthen a friend 
i linn nil enemy, iu view of future eoulin- 
genoies. 

The Timci makes tho treaty the text for a 
glorification of Mr Seward's diplomacy, al- 
ludes lo his elloris to get a loothold in the 
West Indies, and adds : 

ft now appears that on ihe opposite quar- 
ter of ihe globe Mr Seward lias been ut the 
same time engaged iu Ihe p.oseculion of u 
project of equal magnitude and importance, 
lie has secure I Irom the Russian Emperor 
ihe cession to the United .Mates of the whole 
ol that great tract marked on Iho map as thn 
Russian possessions in America. • * # 
By this ad ess inn the United States control 
the entire Pasific ('oust for Jorty i/egrees ol 
lutitui'e, except the live degrees still held by 
Great Britain. Our coast due on tho west- 
ern side of the continent is nearly twice that 
we hold oo the eastern side. The main im- 
portance ol this acq nsition grows cut ol its 
dealing with our luturo trade with Jcpao, 
Chirm, and the other countries ol Eastoru 
Asia. The time must come, and that ere 
long, when Ibis country will control und 
carry on Ihe great body ol that enormous 
t r ii Hi o, which has never yet f«i od lo enrich 
the nations which enjoy it. Many now liv- 
ing will boo the day when the "Pacific ooasl 
will he as thickly studded with ports and 
id lies as the Atlantic is now, and /when Ihe 
Pacific Oeuan will bu covered with commer- 
cial fliM'ts, exchanging between the Asia'ic 
and American Coi linonts iho productions of 
each. And it seems inevitable that all thai 
commerce .should be American, 

The Tribune denounces tlio scheme, con- 
sidering it another effort to cover up the fail- 
ure ol the Administration ut home, and calls 
uprn the Senate to refuse its consent, and 
tho House, in enso the treaty is raiified, to 
refuse to vote ihe purchase money. It suys : 

The getting of all this laud oilers us no 
advantage that can counterbalance the ob- 
jections to the Iroaty, when we come lo deal 
with it as a matter of public policy ol grave 
moment to thin Republic, Ol course, there 
are do arguments that will have any weight 
with the "manifest destiny" mob, who be- 
lieve we ought to annex all British America 
at a week's notice, But we are confidant 
that sober minded people will not bo blinded 
by thu gliller of the prize huld up to them. 
Whatever can bu said iu favor of tlio acqui- 
sition is said in tho dispatches with which 
iho State Department has favored tho public 
press Tho objections to it may bu summed 
up brio fly : * 

Fust — Wo have more territory than we 
want. The United Slates now covert) an 
area of three millions of square miles. At 
the close of the war lor independence, wu 
had 820,580 uquaro miles, to which we added 



more than as much ugnin by Hit! purchase of 
Louisiana ; C6,9U0 when we got Florida; 
318,000 with Texas; 308 852 by the Oregon 
treaty, and by our extraordinary bargains 
with Mexico 550,455 rnore. We have at 
ih in moment hundreds ol millions of acres 
which tho end of this century will not Bee 
tilled. We have 12.000 miles of sea const 
unsurpassed (or its l.atdors. Ou tho Pacific 
coast, our Hag covers 2,271 miles. Russian 
America would givo us about lour hundred 
thousand equate milos ol territory, uud it 
would i:ive very nearly double thu length ol 
our coast lino. 

Second — Tho tendency of Republics is to 
expand beyond ihe limit ol economical con- 
trol. To the already vast domain embraced 
within our jurisdiction, il is proposed lo add 
a lorritory sparsely inhabited by Indians and 
traders. This will involve the establishing 
at once ot u Territorial Govornment, the 
building of lorts, arsenals, government offices, 
the employment ol troops and ships ol wur, 
and the paying ol a legion ot public officials, 
good mainly lor drawing their salaries. No- 
body will pretend that for many years this 
territory w II begin to pay expenses. Il is 
to cost us seven millions ol dollars in hurd 
cash (greenbacks not being a legal tender at 
St. Petersburg.) And tliis money we have 
got lo raise by selling more bonds in Europe 
ai seventy cents on tho dollur, on which, 
again, interest will have to bo paid by lay- 
ing fresh tnxC3 ou our already soiely bur- 
dened people. It is a luxuiy wo uro in no 
condition to afford. 

Third — But it is not even a luxury — Wo 
have literally no use lo' this territory, if we 
acquire it. We do not want any more naval 
depot" on the Pacific than we now have. II 
tho superabundant energy ol Young America 
sannot find fields wide enough in the unoc- 
cupied lauds ol Ihe Great West, in Iho yet 
almost untouched resources ol Ibe mining 
Slates und Territories, we can secure add i 
tional facilities by a con mercinl treaty with 
Russia. II she. is willing to all all, she will 
sell part. But it is idle to talk of n ed ng 
land or of needing more fisheries and lur.. 
trading, while, labor is scarce in threo-fourths 
ol the Uni*-. d States, und capital iB daily 
sought lor tho devel ipment ol resources that 
promise Ihe surest and richest returns lo 
enterprise and thrift. Brill less is iliere uny 
call lor the occupation ol Ru siun-Ameriou 
for " strntigettcal " purposes. lu peace, 
such occupation will requbo an enormous 
outlay to maintain a warlike cslublishmonl 
In war it wiil prove nliko useless for aggress 
sion, and an incumbrance for dt loose. 
Against what dwellers nt ihe North I'olo do 
we propose to commence a campaign '! 

Fourth — The territories we have acquired 
from M xico — Arizona, New Mexico, &o. — 
have cost us a gri at ill al nure than they give 
us, and are lo-day a druin upon our resources 
instead of u help to them, By i-o much us 
Russian- America is ni n e distant, inaccessible 
and iubosi ilable, would it be more costly 
than either for our most recent acquisitions. 
Wu have no room lor statistics, but tho Iucl3 
are loo notorious to be culled in question. 

Finally, the mere suggestion, which is put 
forward al least semi-offioially, that the oc- 
cupation of Ru-siun Am ' nea will bo a sort 
ol n menace 10 Gieat Britain by interposing 
between her American possessions on tho 
Pacific, ought to condemn the whole pro- 
ject. We have no occasion to bo dialing in 
impertinences. If wo want a quurrcl with 
that power, wn can have it any day without 
going t the North Pacific ocean lor a pro.> 
text. Wo see no reason to suppose Great 
Brit, in would qu rrel— ho«v could she 1 But 
we put our.-olves in the attitude ot seeking 
ostentali usly iho friendship of a power oot 
friendly to England, and ol oontraciing what 
is tantamount to an alliance lor the sake of 
an aflront. It is the beginning— or perhaps 
not the beginning, but rather another slep — 
ot a policy foreign to our traditions and alien 
lo our true interests. Wo cherish a hearty 
good will toward Russia, but we are utterly 
opposed to being drawn into any Fort r.f 
alliance with her, oilier than commercial and 
pei.celul. Tins treaty, il consummated, will 
prove a dangerous precedent and a stimulus 
lo lurther entanglements.

Il would mako no 
difference, even if both his legs and arms 
were eu> oft." 

•Could you restore him if his head had 
been cut oil V 

'Certainly we could.' 

" Well," suid the farmor, with a quiet 
smile uoon his features, " 1 do not doubt the 
truth ol what such holy men assort ; but I 
am desirous that my neighbors here should 
be fullv converted by having the mirucle 
performed in iho completest manner possi- 
ble ; so, by your leave, if it tn ikes no diller- 
once whatever, 1 will proceed to cut oil the 
head ol the corpse."

'1 be island is rich in 
mineral, gold, copper, iron, and c al. Ii« ex- 
tensive coal field:), stretching a long distance 
on the east side of ihe island and tbe main 
land, gi ve it an especial interest and in-por- 
tance to San Frunciseo. The town is well 
laid out. with beauulul suburban scenery and 
drives. For eight months in tbe )ear the 
climate cam ol be surpassed, and as a sum- 
mer resort for tourists and invalids, it is un- 
exceptionable. The town contains many 
handsome builJings ami substantial wharves, 
and its municipal atlairs are regulated by i 
Council aud Mayor.

Bionary in remote Northern district, lias 
been very successful in his tfljrta of Chris- 
tianity among the Indiana anil Esquimaux ; 
he repcrtB over 100 baptisms. Mr O'Connor, 
a Canadian who has lor two or three years 
been trading und mining on the Sar-katche- 
wan, has been drowned in tho Lac la Bieho.
